An Asahi newspaper report 
rom the northern Japanese 
island of Hokkaido said _ the 
weather observatory there re- 
corded a count of 9800 per min- 
ute in the snow which fell yes- 
terday. An observatory scientist 


said the snow apparently picked 


up the ashes from explosion of 
a nuclear weapon in Siberia 
The Kyodo News Service re- 
ported from Kyoto that the re- 
earch institute of Nobel prize 
physicist Dr. Hideki Yukawa 
failed to observe any changes in 
the atmospheric pressure to in- 
dicate the setting off of an 


atomic weapon

The letters can 
specify that detailed plans will 
be prepared later and actual 
contracts signed then. 


Curtis Seeks Ruling. 


Representative Thomas B. 
Curtis (Rep.), St. Louis, has 
asked the GAO, which reviews 
Government contracts, for a 
formal ruling, saying it is the 
responsibility of the accounting 
office, not the Park Service, to 
make the determination.

A 
Department of Commerce sur- 
vey showed that expenditures 
for new plants and equipment 
would increase 22 per cent this 
year. He emphasized that em- 
ployment is up, unemployment 
down, and that the demand for 
steel is strong with the backlog 
of orders still being built up. 

“We have a dynamic econ- 
omy,’ Weeks declared. “New 
industries have been ‘created 
and new products are being de- 
veloped. Investments in avia- 
tion, for instance, have in- 
creased from 40 billion dollars 
in 1948 to 100 billion, and it is 
estimated the investment will 
increase to 150 billion in 1960.” 

The Republican cabinet of- 
touched briefly on po- 
litical subjects on several oc- 
casions.

Draws Lawmaker’s 


Fire in Dispute Over 
Michigan Site.

WASHINGTON, March 22— 
Hartley B. Comfort, president 
of Comfort Printing & Sta- 
tionery Co. in St. Louis, was 
called a “selfish individual” 
here yesterday at a hearing be- 
fore a Senate subcommittee 
into a squabble over the site 


of a proposed jet fighter base | 


in Michigan. 

Comfort, who lives at 9750 
Ladue road, Ladue, 
spokesman for Kalkaska, Mich.., 
summer residents opposed to 
building an airport at Kalkaska, 
the site favored by the Air| 
Force. His group would have | 
the base at Manistee, Mich., 
approved recently by the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Charges Politics. 

Asserting that his group did 
not want to intterfere wih na- 
tional defense, Comfort said 
he believed the dispute over 
the site of the air base had be- 
come a “political football.” He 
contended he represented 1200 
families and five children’s 
camps with a $25,000,000 prop- 
erty investment in the Torch 
Lake section of Kalkaska 
county. 

It was then that Representa- 
tive Victor A. Knox (Rep.), 
Michigan, called Comfort a 
“selfish individual” and _ said 
most of Kalkaska year-round 
residents, as well as many 
Torch Lake property owners, 
welcomed the air base. 

Senator Charles E. 
(Rep.), Michigan, also referring 
to Comfort, said, “I personally 
resent a man whose home is in 
Missouri injecting himself in 
the establishment of an air base 
in Michigan.” 

At another point in the hear- 
ing, Potter read several letters 
he said Comfort has written to 
Kalkaska area residents asking 
for contributions with which to 
finance a fight against the base 


Potter 


being constructed there. In one 
of the letters, Potter said, the 
residents were told that: two St. 
Louis attorneys “w ho kno 
their way around Washincton” 
had be en hired. Memetest has a 
summer home in the Kalkaska 
areca 
Wecks Before Choice. 


Senator John Stennis (Dem.), 
Mississippi, chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services subcom- 
mittee, which conducted the 
hearing, said it may be several 
weeks before a choice between 
Kalkaska and Manistee can be 
made. 

Meantime, Potter, 
Representative G. R. Ford Jr., 
(Rep.), Mich., testified in favor 
of the Kalkaska site. Repre- 
sentative Ruth Thompson (Rep.), 
Mich., was for the Manistee site, 
Saying the jet plane noises 
would ruin property values at 


Knox and 


Kalkaska. Manistee is in her 
district. 
John Ferry, special assistant 


for Air Force installations, said 
construction costs would be 
$938,950 more at Manistee than 
at Kalkaska. In addition, he 
said, telephone line rental costs 
for an elaborate new aircraft 
warning system would run from 

270,000 to $460,000 a year less 
at Kalkaska. 

“It hardly behooves the Con- 
gress to insist upon a more ex- 
pensive site when no acceptable 
reason for so doing can be 
demonstrated,” Representative 
Ford told the subcommittee. 

Comitted at Kalkaska. 

It was pointed out that the 
House and Senate Appropria- 
tions Committees last year gave 
the Air Force authority to pro- 
ceed with development of the 
Kalkaska site. Since then, Ferry 
said, the Air Force has spent 
or committed $588,000 at Kal- 
kaska, has leased 7000 acres of 
land from the state for 99 years 
at $1 a year and has cut one- 


third of the marketable timber 


from the proposer site.

From McDonnell Aircraft 


To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 


In answer to your editorial of 
March 10, “Everybody Was Care- 
less.” commenting on the recent 
House investigation of the F3H-1N 
Demon program, I should like to 
make the following points. 

Representative Clare E. Hoffman 
of Michigan, now serving his twenty- 
first vear in Congress, the senior Re- 
publican member of the military op- 
erations subcommittee, and chairman 
of the parent Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations during the previous 
Eighty-third Congress, said: 


“A careful study of the ‘subcom- 
mittee’s) report does not justify all 
of the criticism carried in it, nor 
does that criticism appear to be 
justified by the testimony. 

“Adopting Monday morning quar- 
terbacking methods, we are criticiz 
ing decisions made in a time of stress 
and emergency — criticism which 
fails to properly evaluate the condi- 
tions which then existed.”

The subcommittee makes the point 
that “McDonnell’s désire to get en 
gines to accommodate the airframes 
on its production lines led it to pro- 
pose that ‘down-graded’ Westing- 
house engines be installed in air- 
frames then under contract, despite 
awareness that the aircraft-engine 
combination would be ‘disappointing- 
ly underpowered.” 

This is not true. McDonnell pro- 
posed the use of these downgraded 
engines only to get the airplanes 
usefully in the air for essential flight 
test development so that the engines 
and the airframes would have the 
best chance of being perfected, and 
our recommendation was that each 
of these engines must be eventually 
replaced by higher-powered engines. 

The wisdom of this policy is now 
proved by the fact that much-needed 
fleet-ready F3H-2N aircraft have al- 
ready been delivered to the Navy. 

We certainly would not be deliver- 
ing these combat-ready aircraft to 
our fleet units today if the airplane 
had not benefitted from 1278 flights 
in the early Demons with the so- 
called “down-graded” J-40 engines.

Although these aircraft were un- 
derpowered from a combat perform- 
ance standpoint, their many test 
flights enabled essential develop- 
ment of the airplane You cannot 
develop your engine without getting 
it. into the air. 


‘The gubcommittee report on al- 
leged serious negligence and disre- 
gard for safety factors alleges that 
McDonnell was negligent in prevent- 
ing foreign objects from passing 
through the jet engines.

A Job for Us All 


President Eisenhower has never spoken truer 
words than in his counsel of moderatjon in the 
handling of the race issue. As he told the 
Wednesday press conference, the Supreme 
Court’s desegregation decision and the subse- 
quent legal developments are not matters that 
should “separate Americans.” They hold out a 
goal toward which, if people of goodwill work 
together, “progress can be made.” 

As true as these words aré, they are also 
urgently needed. One of the reqpirements 
in this worsening situation has been a state- 
ment of high purpose and reassurance with the 
influence and prestige of the White House. Mr. 
Eisenhower's answers to questions by corre- 
spondents show his own fair attitude Were 
he to make these comments the basis of an 
extended presidential utterance the result could 
be of great benefit to the country. 

That the situation has grown worse is not 
open to question. The so-called doctrine of 
“interposition,” which has been given official 
status in several leading Southern states, includ- 
ing Virginia, is nothing less than the old pre- 
Civil War doctrine of nullification in rather 
better legal dress 

> > o 

But serious as is interposition’s flouting of 
the unanimous desegregation decision—a deci- 
sion in which Justices from Alabama, Texas 
and Kentucky participated—-the manifesto of 
the Southern members of Congress is far 
worse. For in signing that statement, 19 South- 
ern Senators and 77 members of the House put 
themselves in defiance of the law of the land. 

In the Senate only Majority Leader Johnson 
of Texas and Senators Gore and Kefauver of 
Tennessee among the Southerners did not sign. 
In the House the only Southerner who withheld 
his name was Speaker Rayburn. Proving that 
the issue was not a party affair, the two Repub- 
lican House members from Virginia put their 
names down with those of the Democrats. 

Mississippi had its Till murder trial which 
countless citizens regard as a grave miscarriage 
of justice. Now in Alabama there is the mass 
trial of the men and women who have refused 
to patronize a bus line which demanded that a 
Negro woman give up her seat to a white patron. 
An attempt actually is being made under an old, 
almost never used state statute to convict people 
for changing their transportation habits 

Meantime there are political exploiters who 
are not above using this dangerous and explo- 
sive situation for partisan gain. Many Republi- 
cans are willing if not eager to see it divide 
the Democratic party. Some Democrats take 
one side to profit themselves in the Northern 
cities and others espouse the opposite side as 
political Southerners. 

*. . . 

Former Gov. Stevenson put this all with 
admirable clarity in his statement issued last 
month in Portland, Ore. He said 

True integration requires more than the 
mere presence of children of two races in 
the same classroom; it requires a change 
in the hearts and minds of men. No child 
can be educated in a hostile atmosphere 

In the five or six states where -public 
opinion does not yet sustain the Supreme 
Court’s decision, we are faced with one of 
the ultimate tests of democracy and the 
federal.system. There we are attempting 
to secure and protect the declared rights of 
local minorities in the face of the adverse 
views of controlling local majorities. 

This condition imposes special burdens 
on all of us and even heavier burdens on 
public officials. I can think of no greater 
disservice to our country than to exploit 
these tensions for political ends. Our pur- 
pose must be to attain unity, harmony and 
ciyilized relations, not to set section against 
section or race against race 
These wise words and the President's splendid 

counsel of moderation are the way of states- 
manship, Congress can make a major contribu- 
tion by passing the school aid bill without the 
Powell amendment, thus leaving the question of 
illegal use of funds by segregated school dis- 
tricts to handling in the courts. 

Far too much damage has already been done. 
If Americans mean what they say about our 
way of life being an example for the world, they 
will stop short, take stock and together begin 
to work out this old, hard yet soluble problem.

Minnesota in 1952 

How did Minnesota vote in the 1952 Steven- 
son-Kefauver race? The question comes up in 
view of the Kefauver victory this year. Here is 
what happened four years ago: Senator Hum 
phrey ran unopposed as a favorite son in the 
presidential primary He went to the Demo- 
cratic convention with all 26 delegates in his 
pocket and they voted for him on the first 
ballot. Released on the second ballot, they voted 
17 for Kefauver, 7'2 for Stevenson and 1'2 for 
Harriman. On the third ballot, which was the 
final ballot, the Minnesota. delegation split 
evenly 13 for Stevenson, who won, and 13 for 
Kefauver, the loser.

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Fort Leonard Wood to Stay 

Three years after a military survey board 
recommended permanent status for Fort Leon 
ard Wood, the Defense Department has at last 
decided to give its approval. 

The installation represents a Government 
investment of $56,000,000, covers 106,400 acres 
and has a troop strength of 25,000, so it is a 
military post of fair proportions. Like Scott 
Air Force Base,.near Belleville, Ill., it may be 
considered ah adjunct of St. Louis, and it is 
good to know that the metropolitan area of 
nearly 2,000,000 now has two such permanent 
installations in fairly close proximity. 

St. Louis, with all its fac‘lities as a metro- 
politan center, undoubtedly will continue to re- 
main ap .altraction to the soldiers from Leonard 
Wood and the airmen from Scott. But the peace 
officers of some of the sections close to Leonard 
Wood could render a service by closing up 
honkytonks that prey on the soldiers stationed 
there. Belleville achieved nation-wide acclaim

by closing many places that preyed on airmen. 
A Leonard Wood project upon which no time 
should be lost in starting is housing. Although 
this post is well known as being admirably suit- 
ed by nature for training engineers it is also 
well known as a post where the housing situa- 
tion for officers and enlisted men with families 
is bed. Reclassification qualifies it for perma- 
nent-type housing. Senators Symington and 
Hennings, who worked hard to see that the post 
was reclassified, now should see that the Defense 
Department does not wait another three years 
to correct the housing situation 
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You Can't Please Everybody 
4 dav after receiving a kind word from the 
American Ambassador, France has begun mass- 
ing warships along the Algerian coast. The 
French also are using helicopters built in the 


. United States to stop Arab gunrunning. 


These activities will be interpreted in two 
ways. France is going ahead with her dual 
policy of suppressing Arab nationalist revolt and 
of offering enlarged self-government to Algeria. 
As for the United States, this country seems to 
be involved in the Algerian situation, or that is 
the way the French and Arabs will see it. 

C. Douglas Dillon, American Ambassador to 
France, had already said that the United States 
would stand “solidly behind France in the search 
for a liberal and equitable solution of the prob- 
lems in Algeria.” This is one of those neat 
diplomatic statements; it puts us solidly behind 
France, and solidly behind an “equitable solu- 
tion” for the Arabs 

No doubt the Dillon statement was intended 
to please everybody, and keep the United States 
from seeming to be committed too deeply. But 
even statements against American involvement 
will, at this critical turn of African affairs, be 
interpreted as indications of American involve- 
ment. Thus the French are pleased by the 
Dillon statement. The Arab nationalists are dis- 
pleased. Each side has concluded that Wash- 
ington is helping Francé. 

Algeria, like Crete, or Morocco, or other 
areas that have spawned trouble before, illus- 
trates the problem for United States diplomacy 
in the Mediterranean. The problem is the neces- 
sity for standing firmly by Britain and France, 
as allies, without necessarily seeming to sup- 
port them to the hilt as colonial powers It 
is an old problem complicated by the Wests 
need for peace in the Mediterranean. 

Such a problem is best faced by quiet at- 
tempts at mediation and conciliation, and an 
aversion to public statements which try to 
please everybody. 
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Secretary Weeks’s Sound Advice 

Secretary ‘of Commerce Weeks put himself, 
in our opinion, on the wrong side on the Dixon- 
Yates contract and the Hell’s Canyon power 
development in his St. Louis addréss. But he 
did offer some very sound advice elswhere in his 
speech at the annual dinner of the Chamber of 
Commerce Wednesday night at Hotel Jefferson. 

We refer in particular to his blunt warning to 
business that as it keeps on.increasing prices for 
its products it contributes to serious inflation 
danger. The Eisenhower Cabinet member also 
criticized the increasing appeal through adver- 
tising in many forms to convince consumers that 
they do not need to pay anything down to get 
almost anything they want. 

The Commerce Secretary had similar warn- 
ings on wages and consumer credit for organ- 
ized labor and working people, but his advice 
was pitched primarily to the business man, his 
prices and his appeals. When this caution is 
sounded to business men by a business leader 
in a Republican Administration somebody ought 
to be seeing what needs to be done about it. 
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Ways to Deal With a Hobble 

The reservation under which a $3,000,000 
start on the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial is authorized in the House bill is 
regrettable but not necessarily !Insurmountable. 
This reservation apparently requires that all 
the money be obligated in binding contracts by 
June 30, the end of the current fiscal year. The 
National Park Service, which has jurisdiction 
over the site.on the riverfront, says plans for 
track relocation and grading—which is what the 
$3,000,000 would be spent for—could scarcely be 
ready by that date. 

An ideal solution would be to persuade the 
House to reconsider, as it can still do. Another 
avenue suggested is to move the appropriation 
to the Interior Department appropriation bill for 
fiscal 1957-58, which would allow a longer period 
in which to let contracts. 

Short of eliminating the hobble, Representa- 
tive Curtis of St. Louis suggests that it may be 
reconciled with practicality through the device 
of a letter of intent from the National Park 
Service to the city. The General Accounting 
Office says it sometimes accepts this alternative 
if convinced the avowal is sincere. 

If worse comes to worst and the restriction 
can neither be eliminated nor circumvented, the 
effort should certainly be made to meet its 
terms. In fact, the best course probably would 
be to push the plans ahead now as though they 
had to be ready for contract awards June 30. 
if enough red tape is cut and enough procedures 
are streamlined, perhaps it can be done. Care 
must be taken to insure that the tracks are re- 
located out of sight and the tract is properly 
graded and restored. Provided that is done, a 
spur to prompt action may be more help than 
hindrance 
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Social Security in the Schools 

Teachers and other employes of the Board 
of Education have voted 3546 to 921 for cov- 
erage under the federal social security system. 
That individuals whose income is none too high 
should avail themselves of this was to be ex- 
pected. They have a few more worries than 
many of us about the hazards of advancing years. 

The decision, however, means that the Board 
of Education will have to make payments to the 
Government like any other employer. This 
necessity is an important reason for seeking an 
advance of the school tax rate from $1.15 to 
$1.30 in April's special election. 

A community which realizes that its schools 
are what the teachers make them, surely will 
grant them these benefits. 
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St. Louis to the Gulf 

Serfate approval of a seaway canal project at 
New Orleans is good news for St. Louis as well 
as for its sister city at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi. The canal and inner tidewater harbor will 
shorten the waterway from New Orleans to the 
open Gulf by 45 miles, and make it safer and 
more rellable. St. Louis, which does a consider- 
able business outgoing and incoming through 
the port of New Orleans via the Mississippi 
River, will share in the benefits. 

The measure already having been voted upon 
in the House, the Senate action completes the 
authorization. The next step in the legislative 
process is the appropriation of funds with which 
to start this long-needed engineering work.

many. Modern jet aircraft could operate 
from strips in remote areas with pienty 
of room for expansion and with far 
greater safety to surrounding commu- 
nities.

Airfields of all types—military and 
commercial—would be one of the ene- 
my’s first targets in case of war. Hence. 
the location of these airfields far from 
large cities would provide a measure 
of protection for those cities in the 
event of nuclear war. National safety 
against nuclear attack is directly influ- 
enced by the numbers and the disper- 
sion of our airfields. The more the na- 
tion has and the more scattered they 
are, the more secure the “home base” is 

Number and dispersion, then, rather 
than remoteness of airfields from urban 
areas, are a more accurate measure of 
the security of cities against nucleai 
bombardment. 


Gen. Thomas D. White, Vice Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force, said recentl\ 
that in 1950 there was an Air Force of 
forty-seven wings and 122 bases in this 
country. In five years, he added, the 
wings have increased by 160 per cent, 
but the bases have increased by only 
40 per cent 

More and better airfields, then, is 
the answer rather than the closing of 
existing ones. But this costs money. If 
the American taxpayer wants to have 
his'¢ake and eat it, too, some existing 
fields in congested areas might be 
closed but only if they were replaced 
on a ratio of about 2 to 1. The tax- 
payer and only the taxpayer could pay 
for this.

The fact that the human eye can’t 
see fast enough to compensate for 
speeds of 400 m.p.h. and over presum 
ably makes the eye the cull 
A.O.P.A. contends the culprits are the 
men who deliberately flv this way 

One pilot on the Indianapolis pro- 
gram stated the case: The three-mile 
V.F.R. ‘(visual flight rules) visibility 
minimum was conceived in the davs of 
the slow tri-motored Ford, and he is 
quite worried today when he flies his 
modern DC-7 into three-mile visibility 
in the New York area—at 400 m.p.h! 
Not one person in that symposium even 
raised the question that such conduct, 
in crowded airspace, is sheer madness 

At 400 m.p.h. that DC-7 covered three 
miles in 27 seconds. The experts gen- 
erally agree a pilot should have one 
minute $S warning in which to take “nor- 
mal” action to avoid a collision.

HLAROUS SHOW 


Comedian- Pianist Pleases 
Audience With Two- 
Hour Monologue.

Victor Borge, who must have 
been the original man at whom 
they all laughed when he 
down at the piano, came to Kiel 


Auditorium Convention Hall 
last night and kept a crowd of 
about 6500 of his friends in a

WASHINGTON, March 2— 
Government spending in the 
first eight months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year ran §$2,700.- 
000,000 over what was planned 
when the budget for the year 
was first submitted in January, 
1955. 

Treasury figures covering op- 
erations through the end of 
February showed yesterday that 
spending had totalled $43,350.,- 
000,000. A month-by-month 
spending estimate submitted to 
the Senate Finance Committee 
last year after the budget was 
presented had put spending 
through February at only $40,- 
600,000,000. 

If spending keeps up at this 
rate, the current fiscal year may 
not show a balanced budget 
after all. The budget submitted 


'in January this year, revising 


estimates for the current fiscal 
vear had forecast a tiny surplus 
of $200,000,000. 

Those estimates put spending 
for the whole fiscal year at 
$64.270,000,000, or an increase 
of about $1.900.000.000 over the

The President—Well, first of 
all, with my approval, Ambassa- 
dor Dillon made a speech yes- 
terday in France, and that ex- 
pressed — expresses our hope 
that there can be equitable and 
fair, just settlements of these 
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great problems that affect these 
countries. 


Now, these two areas have a 
very definite measure of inter- 
dependence between them 


We know that, talking now 
about France and Algeria, and 
therefore it seems to us in the 
best interests of both sides that 
we arrive at some composition 
that does recognize legitimate 
rights of ore side but, at the 
same time, does not completely 
disrupt a relationship that prob- 
ably should exist. 

This is our idea in all of these 
areas that have their local an- 
tagonisms and troubles, whether 
it is Mideast, whetner it is 
Africa or whatever the area, to 
try to help these countries see 
on either side of a quarrel that 
their best Interests lie in some 
composition, in mediation rather 
than in conflict, because today 
the world, as never before, 
needs the help; the several na- 
tions need the help of each 
other in advancing their own 
economies and in_ increasing 
trade, so that there can be ad- 
vancing standards of living, and 
that the proper aspirations of 
people can be gradually 
achieved. 

Now, this is, I recognize, this 
is an easy speech to make. It 
is a hard thing to bring about, 
because you have got age-old

ELL, here we climb on our 
W soap box again to beat the 
drums for one of our favor- 
ite causes. This is a matter 
which we sincerely feel is of 
such vital concern to home- 
makers that it bears repetition 
over and over again. 
Please, homemakers, 
take time to study the labels 
and directions on the cans and 
packages of food and household 
products that you buy. It can 
gave you money and assure 
more satisfactory results. 
These bits of information are 
of real value to you, at no extra | 
cost, if you will just take ad- 
vantage of them. They have 
cost the manufacturer stagger- 
ing sums of money, because 


they want to be certain that) 
you know just what you are/| 


buying and just how to use it, 

For instance, there is no point | 
in paying for handsome halves 
of peaches packed in heavy | 
sirup if the recipe in which 
they are to be used calls for 
sliced peaches and no sirup. | 
There is no point in buying a 
detergent intended for use on 
fine fabrics if you are going to 
use it for heavy duty cleaning. 
Another type will do the job 
more quickly and easily, Seem 
obvious? Yet women make 
these purchasing errors every 
day, in every market. 

And please, we beg of you, 
follow the recipes on packages 
exactly. If a cake mix says to 
beat the batter a certain num- 
ber of minutes do just that— 
no more, no less. This isn't .a 
matter of individual preference; | 
it's a tried and true formula.

ously if they realized the 
great amount of work that goes 
into them. In scores of ideally 
equipped kitchens throughout 
the land trained home econom- 
ists test and re-test, then test 
again the products put out by 
maior manufacturers. 

These skyscraper test kitch- 
ens are an important part of, 
operations; members of the 
board of directors of giant com- 
panies seriously ponder reports | 
from the home economics de- 
partment before introducing 
any new products. 

These are the women who 
work out new recipes, who de- 
termine through scientific tests 
exactly how long that cake mix | 
should be beaten and how long | 
it should be baked. 

They work with technicians 
in determining how effective 
new laundry products are, and 
how they should be used for | 
best results. If directions say | m 
to use a cup of detergent you | 
will get less than perfect re- 
sults if you use three-fourths | 
of a cup and will be wasteful 
if you use a cup and a fourth. 

It is the home economists who 
test new equipment and new 
uses for it, find how such items 
as aluminum foil, vinyl film 
and other household products 
can make a homemaker’s work 
easier. They are women work- 
ing with products which will be 
used by women. 

So important is this profes- 
sion that Governor Phil M. 
Donnelly has proclaimed Mareh 
18-24 as Missouri Home Eco- | 
nomics week to focus attention | 
upon it. The field of home eco- 
nomics is a relatively new one, 
offering fascinating career 
possibilities for the young wom- 
en of today. 

But the important thing for 
you, as a homemaker, to re- 
member is that these gals with 
a college degree in home eco- 
nomics are true friends of yours 
—if you will just accept their 
help by studying those labels 
and following those directions 
explicitly.

The custom is said to have | 


been started by a group of Eng- 
lish monks who made the rolls 
themselves and distributed them 
to the poor each year on Good 
Friday morning. There are no 
set rules for making them ex- 
cept for the cross of frosting. 
By custom they are usually 
small round yeast roils which 
include dried fruits and other 
flavorings. A deliciously flav- 
ored and slightly different 
recipe is this one. in which pure 
vanilla extract gives the buns 
a mellowed, sweet flavor.

However, two or three cases 
have come to his attention in 
which humans apparently had 
similar seizures, he continued. 

He said that the seizures in 
the laboratory animals might 
signs of cerebellum 
disease, and, if so, would be 
valuable in attempting to deter- 
mine whether similar disease 
warnings could be observed in 
humans. 

The experiments, 
being supported by the United 
States Public Health Service, 
are attempts to obtain basic 
data about the way in which 
the cerebellum controls muscle 
functions, he said. 

It has long been known, Dr. 
Clark added, that the cere- 
bellum receives “information” 
about the body’s balance from 
the so-called inner ear, in order 
to co-ordinate movements. Only 
recently, however, has it been 
established that the cerebellum 
receives visual and auditory 
“information,” too, he said. 

Dr. Clark, a past president of 
the American Association of 
Anatomists and associate editor 
of the American Journal of 
Anatomy, was a member of the 
Washington University medical 
school’s department of anatomy 
from 1924 to 1928.. His son, Dr. 
Sam L. Clark Jr., is an instruc- 
tor and Lowell M. Palmer senior 
fellow in anatomy at the med- 
ical school here. 

The lectureship was estab- 
lished in 1938 in honor of Dr. 
Terry, professor emeritus of 
anatomy and then head of the

Critics have charged before a 
House Government Operations 
subcommittee that the non-mili- 
tary defense program is ‘‘worse 


the nation’s 


| than no program at all.” 


This specific charge was made 
by Maj. Gen. Otto Nelson, di- 
rector of the so-called Project 
East River, a scientific survey 
of home front defenses. Peter- 
son said Nelson was quoted in 
the press as criticizing Civil De- 
fense alone when he meant al! 
non-military defense, of which 
civil defense is only a phase. 

Peterson's Reply. 

Non-military defense, Peter- 
son said, also includes the dis- 
persion of industry outside tar- 
get areas and providing for 
continuity of Government and 
other operations in case of a 
nuclear attack 

Many of these functions are 
not under jurisdiction of his 
Civil Defense Agency, and oth- 
ers have been delegated to it as 
recently as a few weeks ao, he 
said 

Peterson said many of the in- 
adequacies of Civil Defense lie 
in the size of the problem, the 
newness of it, and the fact that 
the problem is being dealt with 
by using volunteers and small 
expenditures. 

He said Civil Defense has 
shown its worth in disasters. It 
has trained thousands of people 
and created emergency stock- 
piles, including $160,.000,000 in 
medical supplies Every state 
and city has some kind of Civil 
Defense organization 

Study of Survival Pians. 

Peterson said survival plans 
are now being studied for the 
nation’s big metropolitan target 
areas. When these studies are 
completed, he said, a sound pro- 
gram can be worked out for the 
nation on a cost-account basis. 

“The real test of whether 
America is serious about sur- 
| vival lies in its willingness to 
| disperse the expansion of in- 


| dustry and start building shel- 


| ters, including putting elements 


'of our military productive fa- 
cilities under ground,” he said. 


He also said there should be 
more unity and centralization 
of all non-military defense. 


“I personally belieye there 
should be created a department 
of non-military defense includ- 
ing all these elements. I have 
recommended it, and it is re- 
ceiving study in the Govern- 
ment,” Peterson said.

LL facts pertaining to 
A boxing in ancient «.d 

modern times are. in- 
cluded in Nat Fleischer's 
Fifteenth Ring Record Book 
and Encyclopedia of boxing. 
This painstaking effort of the 
editor of Ring Magazine in- 
cludes nearly 900 pages of 
records of boxers, past and 
present, complete histories of 
each of the eight divisions 
and the trivia of the game 
through.the years.

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An Interesting Time 
On Visit to Jamaica 


By Leonard Hall 


KINGSTON, Jamaica. 

OME of our friends in Puerto Rico expressed to 

us a thought which went like this: “Here in this 

island we have not yet developed an intellectual 
life of sufficient strength to produce a real cultural 
pattern. There has 
been little definitive 
work done in the cre- 
ative arts: music, lit- 
erature, painting. 
But we hope these 
things still lie ahead 
and will take form as 
we raise the eco- 
nomic status of our 
people.” Doubtless 
there would be many 
to take exception to 
this idea, although it 
seemed to us largely 
true. Yet with new 
industry pouring into 
the island, a gradual 
improvement in agri- 
cultural methods, and 
all the schools of 
higher learning 
crowded, there can 
be little doubt that 
culutural patterns will emerge, and with them a flow- 
ering of the arts. In Jamaica the situation is quite 
different and I think it can be said that there is a 
well-developed cultural pattern which is expressed in 
many different ways. Perhaps the flavor is primarily 
British, yet the tropical character of the island and 
the preponderance of its colored population are very 
strong factors in shaping the direcfion of the literary 
fF and graphic arts. Jamaicans write books, publish in- 
«teresting and well-edited magazines and produce a 
) large amount of good painting.

IN THE FIELD of natural history especially, but 
also in such areas as the graphic arts, the Institute 
; of Jamaica plays an important part. Under the lead- 
ership of its director, C. Bernard Lewis, it sponsored 
_, our Audubon lecture. It publishes excellent studies 
.. of the fauna and flora of the island. Almost more 
interesting than the individuals we have met are our 
4 impressions of the island itself; of its native popula- 
tion; its old towns and back-country estates, the crops 
which grow there, the exotic flowering trees and 
plants which have run wild and grow everywhere on 
the island, the development of the tourist trade. On 
one day we went for luncheon to the famous old 
Myrtle Bank Hotel in the heart of Kingston and 
found it as delightful as when Ginnie visited it many 
years ago; and we browsed through the “free port” 
shdps there, where smart women’s clothes, fine Eng- 
lish china and equally fine Jamaica rum may be 
secured at great bargains. Then we spent most of 
another afternoon at Hope Gardens and still on an- 
other day hired an ancient Packard with a driver and 
went across the Blue Mountains to Ocho Rios on the 
north shore. Here we lunched at Tower Isle, a resort 
hotel as luxurious as any Miami Beach can offer and 
also, I am afraid, a pretty good indication of what is 
bound to happen to this incredibly beautiful seacoast 
with its fine beaches and the bluest water in the 
world. 


PEE FREE 
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THIS DRIVE, incidentally, gave us a good idea of 
the agriculture of Jamaica and at least a taste of its 
topography. The island has high mountains with 
areas of rain forest still largely unexplored. It has 
innumerable small holdings where the natives earn a 
hard living with a few mango, banana and coconut 
trees. And there are huge estates where bananas are 
raised by the shipload, being cultivated along with ™% 
coconuts. Sugar cane is another staple, still planted & 
on hillsides that are far too steep for it. Citrus fruits | 
include grapefruit, orange, tangerine, lime, lemon, €& 
tangles, orantique and others with names like uglifruit §& 
and shaddock. Othercommon fruits arethe brightred ; 
ackee, the breadfruit which Capt. Bligh of the 
“Bounty” brought from Tahiti, sweetsop and soursop, 
guava, plantain, a huge pawpaw, starapple, and ota- 
heiti apple which was also brought by Bligh. I'm not 
sure which of these, if any, are natives, since fruits 
and vegetables brought from all the tropics of the 
earth become “natives” as soon as they are introduced 
into this tropical paradise. 

* * 


ON THE WAY to Ocho Rios we visited Casleton 
Gardens, a very old and beautiful botanical garden in 
the mountains which supplies Hope Gardens with 
many of its plants. Coming home we drove up Fern 
Gully, a canyon-like cut which was once an old river- 
bed. Here the overhanging rock often blotted out 
the sun and the ferns grew with a luxuriance we'd 
never seen before. Out on the timbered hillsides, the 
African tulip dlamed scarlet, living up to its local 
apellation, “Flame of the Forest.” And there were 
many others just as interesting; great cotton trees, 
the flamboyant, the immortelle or coral tree, Pride 
of Burma, “woman's tongue” lignum vitae and more 
others than I can possibly name. But this sort of 
flora is natura] in a land where the temperature stays 
78 degrees the year around and which has a good 
amount of rainfall. 


Another place which made an impression was old 
Spanish Town, established in 1523 and the first cap- 
ital of the island. Altogether, our time in Jamaica 
was over far too soon. It was with real regret that 

+ we had reached the end of our wonderful two weeks 
=* in the islands.

OST amateur chefs, when 
Mi comes to the question of 

sauces, will react in one of 
two ways. Either they will be- 
come overawed by the idea of 
making a sauce and get stage 
fright, or else they will want 
to start right at the top, turn- 
ing out fancy and complicated 
French sauces that require the 
skill of chefs with years of 
experience. 


There are several things to 
learn about sauces, one of them 
being that a good sauce is not 
necessarily a difficult sauce, 
and another being that while 
a good sauce will enhance the 
flavor of a good dish, and even 
atone, to some extent, for some 
absence of flavor, it can never 
cover up bad cooking. 

So while we hate to disillu- 
sion Birdie the Bride, there's 
no covering up a lousy meat 
loaf with a lot of tomato sauce, 
and drowning a dish in cream 
sauce isn’t going to fool any- 
body if the dish is no good, and 
it isn’t going to make anybody 
very happy unless they happen 
to just love cream sauce.

HERE are several good 
sauces which adapt them- 


selves to a lot of dishes: 
They are usually basic sauces 
which, with the addition of one 
or more ingredients, can be al- 
tered to suit different foods. 
Here is a good example: 


Take a slice of ham, remove 
the fat and dice it. The ham 
not the fat. Slice two onions 
and two carrots and fry them 
with the ham in butter until the 
onions are brown. Stir in three 
tablespoons of flour and let 
the flour brown as you stir. 
Now add a quart of stock, a 
little at a time, a bay leaf and 
a sprig of thyme. Stir and let 
simmer for an hour, and then 
add a chopped tomato, half a 
cup of red wine and salt and 
pepper to taste. Cook it an- 
other 10 mirutes, then add half 
a cup of chopped mushrooms 


and cook antdéhber 25 minutes. 
Strain. 
You now have a basic 


sauce. It will keep for a long 
time, covered, in the ice box. 
When you need a _ specific 
sauce, use it as a base for the 
following variations: 


For duck, pheasant or lamb, 
stir in a tablespoon of onans 
jelly - each three cups 
sauce, all heated, of course. naa 
port wine to taste. 

For corned beef or tongue, 
add a few tablespoons of tarra- 
gon vinegar, a few capers and 
a few chopped pickles, all to 
taste. 

For roast beef, saute some 
sliced mushrooms in butter and 
add to the sauce, along

Man Who Cleaved the Jonker Diamond 


Lazare Kaplan, Dean of His Craft, 


By John Keasler 


HE Jonker diamond weighed 

T half a pound and was big- 
ger than a hen’s egg. Lazare 
Kaplan studied it for a year, 
lived with it. Then, one day, 
he put his wedgelike chisel on 
the precise piace that he—and 
he alone among experts of the 
world—said was the right place. 
Good drama is always essen- 
tially simple. He raised his mal- 
let over the chisel. Riding on 
the results of the one blow were 
several things: professional 
pride and integrity, reputation. 
Complete success or complete 


failure. Also $2,000,000. 
Whap. 
He won, 
The diamond fell apart in 


perfect cleavage and word went 
around the world. 


How did Kaplan, now recog- 
nized dean of diamond cutters, 
feel that day in 1935, when a 
misguided judgment could have 
shattered one of history's great 
diamonds? 

“A glorious feeling came over 
me when I found that I could 
make this magnificent jewel, of 
the hardest and most endurable 
material on earth, obey my com- 
mand,” he said 

We talked to Kaplan here in 
St. Louis the other day, when 
he was in town on an unusual 
mission: to demonstrate to the 
public the art of diamond cleav- 
ing, simply as a favor to a long- 
time business acquaintance—the 
St. Louis institution known as 
Jaccard’s, 

Kaplan is 71 years old now, a 
large man with an eagle profile 
and gentle, knowing eyes; the 
kind of man who dresses to suit 
himself, prefers essentials over 
trappings and would find it in- 
conceivable that a person would 
not take pride in his work. 

You look at him and remem- 
ber there once were days when 
craftsmen were the rule, not 
the exception. 

His hands are big and capa- 
ble and his life has been de- 
voted to deciphering the mys- 
tery of diamonds and his sons 
are following the same line, 
which last is his great happi- 
ness. 

His firm, Lazare Kaplan and 
Sons, importers and cutters of 
diamonds, on Fifth avenue in 
New York, numbers many old- 
time craftsmen among its 100 
employes. 

Lazare, himself, summed up 
his professional attitude when 
we asked him how long an ap- 
prenticeship was required. 

“So far, 71 years,” he said. 
His father and _ grandfather 
knew diamonds. He grew up 
with them. His sons sat on his 
lap and moulded diamond repli- 
cas from soft bread, absorbing 
lore. The-diamond cutting busi- 
ness is exacting.

Kaplan cleaved a diamond 
here last night, in one of two 


demonstrations and lectures 
Ziven for Jaccard’s—the idea

The cleaving looked fairly 
simple; was, in fact, by one way 
of looking at it. You just split 
the diamond. (As far as local 
jewelers know it was the first 
diamond ever cleaved in St.

Simple as it looks when Kap- 
lan does it, a lifetime went into 
the learning. At 18, Lazare 
Kaplan was operating the larg- 
est diamond cutting firm in 
his native Belgium.

Tables behind the units pro- 
vide space for lamps and acces- 
sories which are usually placed 


T HE living room is the same 


on space-consuming, free-stand- 
ing tables. Three small coffee 
tables provide easily movable 
resting places for ash _ trays 
and coffee cups. Eight or nine 
people can sit in this room 
comfortably. 

Also used is a group of three 
chests or bookcases, totaling 
12 feet long and a lot of stor- 
age space. A low grouping like 
this makes the wall seem long- 
er and the ceiling higher and 
provides a dramatic spot for a 
large grouping of pictures above 
it. A mirror above the uphol- 
stered sectionals, MacGregor 
suggests, would extend the 
feeling of a really large room.

SECTIONALS always provide 
more seating space, used as they 
are against either one or two 
walls and freeing so much cen- 
ter floor space.

About Nails 

S far as a lot of people are 
A concerned, there are two 

kinds of nails—little ones 
and big ones. The big ones are 
so big that they usually split the 
wood and the little nails are so 
gmall that they don't hold. 

Well, now you can get nails 
in almost. any size from brads 
that are only a fraction of an 
inch long to spikes that run a 
good many inches, but today we 
aren't as interested in the sizes 
of nails as we are in the various: 
types and when and where the) 
should be used. 

The most popular type of 
nails is the common nail with 
the large head. This is good 
for all sorts of rough work 
about the house. When you use 
them for outside work, select 
the galvanized type or better 
yet, the aluminum ones that 
don’t rust. 

For any sort of finish wood- 
work about the house where you 


don't want the nail head to! 


show, use a casing or Ragan. 
nail. The casing nail ! a much 
smaller head than a common 
nail, and the head can e asils be 
set below the wood surface with 
a nail set. The hole over the 
head is then filled with putty

casing nails. 

If you want to nail up some 
hard-board, then you use a 
hardboard nail which has a nice 
sharp point that makes it easy 
to start in this rather tough type 
of building board. For fastening 
gypsum wallboard, vou use a 
grooved gypsum waliboard nail 
which has good solid holding 
power. Roll roofing and asphalt 
shingles require a large head 
galvanized or aluminum roofing 
nail.
